in dealing with typhus, is far greater 
than fighting in the trenches.

their lives in trying

tainly such goods can 'o t be charged 
up to us as contributing

slaughter, and there is no ground in 
international law or common morals 
for denying us the right to sell them 
in any market. 
It appears, then, that all the cho­ 
rus 
of 
recrimination 
against 
the 
American people in connection with 
the war trade 
has 
been based on 
this $21,093,000 gain in our shipment 
of arms and 
ammunition, 
with, of 
course, the receipt of further orders 
and the preparations for filling them. 
It follows that 
our 
contribution to 
Hie allies* campaign has been gross­ 
ly exaggerated. 
Considering the fact 
that the allies 
have between 7,000,- 
000 and 10,000,000 men 
in the field, 
and considering the reckless rate at 
which ammunition is expended now­ 
adays, it is obvious 
that $21,093,000 
w'orth of stuff hasn’t gone very far, 
and that the oft repeated statement 
that “if the Americans 
had refused 
to sell England arms the w’ar would 
have been over long ago” is absurd. 
Concerning our right, and even our 
duty to sell arms and ammunition to 
belligerents, there is, of 
course, no 
more question in the minds 
of the 
American public. 
Two 
things 
are 
clearer than ever: First, that to stop 
such shipments 
at 
this 
particular 
time, against all precedents, would be 
an unneutral act in favor of Germa­ 
ny; and, second, 
that 
it is for our 
welfare and the welfare of the w'orld 
to maintain the principle of buying 
war materials from neutrals 
in war 
time; because if the principle were 
abrogated the United States and oth­ 
er non-military nations would be fa­ 
tally handicapped in favor 
of mili­ 
tary nations that are 
always ready. 
In other words, wre don’t dare change 
our policy in the middle of a peril­ 
ous war, and eve$ 
if 
we 
did we 
should thereby be 
fostering militar­ 
ism and Kruppism by making it nee-1 
essary for every nation to maintain 
armament w'orks and great stores of 
war munitions. 
Nevertheless, clear 
as our consci­ 
ence is about the matter, there is a 
certain

satisfaction

knowing that we liaven’t contributed 
so much to the

the conflict as our critics have led 
impressionable people to believe.

CONTROL THE PEAR PSYLLA 


Insect Passes Winter as “Fly”—De 
posits Eggs in Spring After 
Hibernating Period. 


(By H. E. HODGKISS.) 
Investigations of failures to control 
the psylla in pear orchards by summer 
spraying led the New' Y’ork experiment 
station to inquire into the suscepti­ 
bility of the insect to spraying mix­ 
tures of other stages of its life, ape 
elal attention being given to the hiber 
nating adults and to the eggs of this 
brood. 
The results of these careful 
experiments are summarized as fol­ 
lows: 
Studies of the seasonal history and 
habits of the insect showed that the 
pear psylla passes the winter as an 
adult or “fly,” and that it deposits its 
eggs in the spring within a short 
period 
after 
its 
emergence 
from 
hibernating 
quarters. 
The 
psylla 
was observed to winter on various

fruit trees such as apple, cherry, 
plum and peach, but 
the 
largest 
number of the ‘’flies” sought hiberna­ 
tion in the rough bark of pear trees. 
During the spring, as a result of 
constantly 
increasing 
temperatures 
and the daily effectiveness of sun­ 
light, a few hours of time proved 
sufficient tr 
induce great activity 
among the adults. 
It was not uncom­ 
mon to see them fly or jump directly 
after emergence from their winter 
retreats. 
If moderate temperatures prevailed 
eggs were largely deposited within a 
few days after the emergence of the 
hibernating 
adults 
in 
the 
spring. 
Oviposition 
continued 
for 
several 
weeks, especially if the weather was 
variable, but usually most of the eggs 
were deposited before the last of 
April. Some ova were laid on foliage, 
but it appeared that these normally 
are comparatively few’ in numbers 
and result in little or no serious in­ 
festation of the foliage. 
The practice of clean culture and 
the removal and destruction of the 
rough bark left the flies with few 
opportunities of escape from applica­ 
tions of contact mixtures. 
Miscible 
oils, nicotine preparations and soapy 
solutions were effective sprays against 
the psylla adults. 
Homemade oil 
emulsions 
were 
less 
satisfactory, 
which may have been owing to vary­ 
ing percentages of oil in the mixtures, 
caused by imperfectly prepared emul­ 
sions.

It is not beyond the range of pos­ 
sibility, says a director, that some iso­ 
lated creditor might for stock market 
purposes attempt to secure appoint- 
ment * of receivers through any one 
of the state courts having jurisdiction, 
but it is questionable whether any 
court would entertain such an appli­ 
cation without first giving the. Mis­ 
souri Pacific management a hearing. 
Nothing, therefore, but a surprise 
movement can occur prior to June I, 
and that is a remote possibility, in 
view of the fact that the company 
has 
no 
know'n 
obligations 
under 
which such a bill could be filed, and 
that not only is money already in the 
bank to pay its May I interest, but 
all interest due on June I is in sight, 
including interest on the $25,000,000 
notes. 
The extension of the Tune I notes, it 
is believed, can be safely negotiated. 
When the hankers come to formulate 
a plan for the financial rehabilitation 
of the com pan v, it may possibly de­ 
velop that a temporary and friendly 
receivership may be necessary, al­ 
though every effort will be made to 
avoid this step if any way can pos­ 
sibly be found to do so.

PRUNING FVR A K -lE ThcES 


Of Utmost Importance That Attention 
Be Given Annually—All Stumps 
Will Die Back. 


It is of the utmost importance that 
apple trees 
should 
receive annual 
pruning, for otherwise long shoots 
tour, five and six feet in length may 
be thrown out. 
The fruit is ultimate­ 
ly borne away out on these long 
branches which, bend under the great 
weight 
and 
ofttimes 
break. 
Trees 
suffering fVom this lack of pruning 
are very noticeable every fall when 
many 
overladen 
and 
Improperly 
formed trees are badly broken. Such 
trees are bound to prove a great dis 
appointment sooner or later. 
In cut­ 
ting off branches no stumps should 
be left. They are the cause of many 
sore and rotten places on trees and 
will's e t up black heart in course of 
time. All stumps will die back to the 
main branch or body unless sprout* 
are allowed to grow on them to main­ 
tain vital action and this should not 
be allowed. 
Painting the wounds af 
once is quite helpful in preventing 
checking, decay and disease. 


PRUNING YOUNG PEACH TREE 


Should Be Cut Back About One-Half of 
Previous Year1# Growth— 
Admit Sunlight. 


You fig peach trees should be cut 
hack to ^the extent of about one-half 
the previous season’s growth, and the 
limbs thinned so as to admit sunlight 
for ripening fruit. 
Old and bearing 
peach tree-., that have had very little 
terminal .growth, will need very little, 
if anv, heading back. All that will be 
necessary in this case is to cut out 
dead and broken limbs and possibly 
thin s o m e flusters of limb growth, if 
they were neglected in the early

Could Be Doubled. 


A good ration for cows giving milk 
s silage twice a day. corn ladder once 
a day and a1! the bean forage they will 
clean up, with about one pound grain 
or concentrate to every three pounds 
milk the cow gives. If the beans were 
pulled before becoming too ripe and 
secured without much rain falling on 
them, the forage makes good feed. 
Roots are valuable to Increase the 
flow of milk. 
If we would depend more on silage 
and less on pasture, our dairy herds 
might easily be doubled and the farm 
enriched accordingly. 
Many farmers 
have been slow to awaken to the fact 
that dairying brings excellent returns. 
Many unprofitable 
crops 
are still 
raised where the land might better be 
growing feed for live stock. 
Permanent pasture is a w’aste un­ 
less the land cannot be plowed. Every 
acre should be made to raise feed for 
stock to the limit of its capacity, and 
this should be fed right on the farm, 
returning the fertility to the soil.

The very essence of right spraying 
is slamming the material into the tree 
twigs, buds and leaves with force 
enough to make it penetrate into every 
quar.jr Inch of surface. All the bark 
must be wet with the solution.* It will 
not do to wet the top surface of the 
leaf and leave the other fintouched. 
Both sides of the leaves must have 
their spray bath of the poisonous mist 
if the tree insects are to be routed sat­ 
isfactorily. 
Missing a few clusters of leaves and 
twigs or failing to get to one limb in 
the top or In the center of a tree, will 
leave a colony of the tree enemies big 
enough to reinfect the whole tree in 
a very short while. It should be all or 
none, for anything less than a thor­ 
ough spraying is a w aste of both time 
and money and mighty discouraging 
to boot. 
You have to know the enemies you 
are going out to kill. In other words, 
you have to know what to spray for, 
when to spray and how to spray.

Study all your tree enemies and get 
well enough acquainted with them 
that you know them when you see 
them and know about when to look 
for them. 
This thing of pulling out 
the sprayer and starting in “hit or 
miss” is not likely to be worth what 
it costs. 
Don’t try to fight tree ene­ 
mies unless you know what they are 
and when the spraying should be 
done. 
There are some of these enemies 
that can be successfully attacked on 
but a few days in every year. 
You 
will have to learn to know them at 
sight and to know when these days 
come, lf you are going to rid your 
orchard of the pests. You otfght to be 
ready for the days when they come, 
because there is little or no time to 
prepare after the pests make their ap­ 
pearance. 
Learn to know the spray­ 
ing times and to be able to take full 
advantage of them, and when they 
come keep the sprayer going from 
dawn till dark. 
Remember, you can 
hardly ever kill the old or the adult 
bugs with a spraying mixture any­ 
way, and that you must strike th t 
young ones to make any progress.

Regarding peach tree borer pest all 
over the country, George M. List of 
th^ Colorado agricultural college, has 
the following to say: 
The larvae live between the bark 
and wood a little below the surface of 
the ground in a mass of gum and 
woody material. It is a soft whitish 
caterpillar with a reddish-brown head. 
The egg from which this hatches is 
laid on the trunk of the tree at or 
near the surface of the ground by a 
handsome day-flying moth. 
The lar­ 
vae after hatching eat through into 
the inner bark and sapwood of ^trunk 
or large roots, upon which they feed, 
causing a gummy exudation. 
They 
feed in this way for about a year, of­ 
ten almost girdling a large root of the 
tree. 
When the larvae are full grown 
they construct cocoons of the gummy 
exudation, their casting and silk, about 
an inch below the surface of the 
ground, where about three or four 
weeks later they change to moths. Al­ 
though there Is but one generation in 
a season, the moths are present most 
of the summer. The larvae reach ma­ 
turity at different times, thus keeping 
up almost a constant supply of adults. 
The most satisfactory method of 
control has been to go over the trees 
and dig out all the larvae once in the 
spring and again in early fall. Their 
presence is easily detected by the 
gummy exudation on the crown and 
large roots.

After years of the most forcible ob 
iect. lessons in the way of regular 
yields and good profits from sprayed 
orchards and irregular yields and no 
profits from unsprayed orchards, tilt 
fact still remains that many owners of 
fruit trees do not yet realize the im­ 
portance of the subject. 
It cannot 
be doubted, on the other hand, that 
many possessors of orchards realize 
something of the importance of spray 
lug. pruning and other methods of 
'■orchard hygiene, and yet fail to be­ 
gin this work because they regard it 
as complex, hard to understand, diffi­ 
cult to accomplish, disagreeable and 
expensive. 
The work is not complex 
abd, considering the results which fol­ 
low it, is very inexpensive. 
Spraying 
pays. 
Every owner of fruit trees 
should plan to give them some atten­ 
tion in the way of spraying.
